PROCEEDINGS OE 
THE COUNTY BOARD 
0FJ5UPERVIS0RS 

The county board of supervisors 
met in regular session in Redwood 
City last Monday. 

Mrs. Flora M. Underhill of San 
Mateo was appointed county auditor 
to complete the unexpired term of her 
husband, former Auditor W. H. Under¬ 
hill, who was sent to the state hospital 
last week. Mrs. Underhill will serve 
as auditor until January 1st, when 
Auditor-elect John J. Shields will take 
office. 

The board also petitioned Governor 
Johnson to appoint Mrs. Harriet M. 
Blackburn to fill the unexpired term 
of her late husband, Supervisor Dr. 
D. E. Blackburn. 

The election submitting the pro¬ 
posed incorporation of San Bruno to 
the electors of the district affected, 
was set by the board for Friday, De¬ 
cember 18th. 

The San Bruno people were repre¬ 
sented by their attorney, W. J. Locke. 
He stated that the list of city trustees 
and other elective officials to be voted 
on with the incorporation will be se¬ 
lected at a mass meeting in San Bruno 
next Monday night, November 23d. 

A slight change in the boundaries 
was made at the request of W. J. 
Martin. Sixteen acres as a reservoir 
site for the city of South San Fran¬ 
cisco were left out. 

A. H. Davidson of the Cypress Lawn 
Cemetery brought up the matter of 
the drainage system planned for the 
highway near the cemeteries. District 
Attorney Swart said the surveyor 
should be directed to make a map 
showing the rights of way required, 
and a committee was then appointed, 
consisting of Supervisors Brown, 
Casey and MacBain, to interview the 
property owners affected. 

Two more lights were ordered in¬ 
stalled in Colma at First and Castle 
streets and San Bruno and Castle. 

The railroad commission notified 
the board that it will investigate the 
telephone service at Colma as re¬ 
quested by the supervisors. The rail¬ 
road board also sent a letter explain¬ 
ing its order giving the Southern Pa¬ 
cific permission to close Tanforan 
avenue. It was explained that the 
commission understood Tanforan ave¬ 
nue was under the jurisdiction of the 
city of South San Francisco and not 
the county. The commission will 
rescind the order and make a further 
investigation. 

A. G. C. Hahn, representing the San 
Mateo County Exposition Commission, 
informed the board that the commis¬ 
sion has awarded the contract for the 
construction of the San Mateo county 
exhibit pavilion at the fair grounds to 
W. J. Black for $5764. The board ap¬ 
proved the award. 

District Attorney Swart stated that 
he had petitioned the State Railroad 
Commission for a railroad crossing at 
Holy Cross Cemetery. Mr. Ahern of 
the Southern Pacific has stated his 
company is opposed to a grade cross¬ 
ing. 

The board passed resolutions of 
respect to the memory of the late Dr. 
D. E. Blackburn, who represented the 
fifth district. 

The following resolutions of respect 
to tlie late D. E. Blackburn, repre¬ 
sentative of the fifth road district, 
were adopted on motion of Supervisor 
Casey, seconded by Supervisor Mac- 
Bain : 

“Whereas, Dr. I). E. Blackburn has 
passed to the Great Beyond; now, 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, By this board, that we 
deeply regret the loss sustained by 
the death of one of our faithful col¬ 
leagues; and be it further 

“Resolved, That when this board 
adjourns that same adjourn out of 
respect to the memory of our deceased 
member; and be it further 

“Resolved, That a copy of this reso¬ 
lution be spread upon the minutes of 
this board and that the clerk is hereby 
directed to forward a copy thereof to 
the widow of the deceased.” 

William H. Shafter of San Bruno 
applied for a license to peddle meat 
in the first township. The application 
was referred to Supervisor Casey for 
a report at the next meeting. 

A communication was received frofn 
Tax Collector McSweeney calling at¬ 
tention to the large and increasing 


volume of work of his office and ask¬ 
ing that he be allowed two deputies 
for seven months of the year until the 
legislature shall have provided for his 
relief. 

It was ordered, on motion of Super¬ 
visor MacBain, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Casey, that the communication 
be laid over until the next meeting. 

Coroner Plymire presented a report 
showing the disposition that had been 
made of the effects of certain deceased 
indigents. The reports was ac¬ 
cepted.

PREPARAIIONS 
FOR THE MILITARY 
PAGEANT BALL 

The five war periods in American 
history will be pictured in elaborately 
costumed pageant dances at the mili- 
tary pageant ball to be given at the 
new exposition auditorium in San 
Francisco on January 15th in aid of 
the army relief society. 

Danced by society girls, beautiful, 
young and graceful, in costumes of 
the different periods, paired with the 
best dancers among the younger 
officers of the army and navy, the 
pageant dances will present a picture, 
colorful and set into motion, of a 
nation’s progress from its crudely 
organized beginning, through many 
wars, to the complete enjoyment of 
unthreatened peace. They will tell a 
story made the more meaningful be¬ 
cause the ball will mark the comple¬ 
tion on the Presidio of a great monu¬ 
ment to the triumphs of peace—the 
exposition. 

The period dances, no less signifi¬ 
cant than beautiful, will be given on 
the floor of the vast auditorium be¬ 
tween the refular dance numbers and 
will lend only an additional touch of 
splendor to the pageantry of half a 
thousand officers of the army and 
navy in gold braid and epaulets with 
dangling, clanking swords, swinging 
over the floor in the rythmic steps of 
the modern dances. 

First will be given the dainty 
minuets that were danced in 1776. 
The military and marine bands will 
play the music of the revolutionary 
war period and the officers of the 
army and navy will appear in the uni¬ 
form of the continental army, while 
their partners will wear the simple, 
flowered gowns and the high, pow¬ 
dered coiffures of the colonial days. 
The second pageant will present the 
intricately stepped quadrilles which 
were danced by Lady Jersey, Lady 
Harriet Butler and Lady Susan Ryder 
and their partners at a court function 
just prior to the second war witii 
England and were all the rage during 
the closing days of the war of 1812. 

Next will be given the dances 
typical of the period of the Mexican 
war, followed by the schottische that 
held sway in 1861. The last of the 
war dances will be stepped to the 
music in vogue in 1898, and it is quite 
likely that veterans of the Spanish- 
American war will be asked to con¬ 
tribute this number to the interesting 
program. 

From the long list of patronesses 
of the ball, which will be announced 
during the week and is headed by 
Mrs. Phoebe Hearst and Mrs. Eleanor 
Martin, will be chosen the chairmen 
of the various committees of women. 
Mrs. Arthur Murray, chairman of the 
ball committee and wife of Major- 
General Murray, commanding the 
western department, will meet with 
her committee on arrangements dur¬ 
ing the week at the ball headquarters 
at the St. Francis Hotel and name 
the officers and young society women 
who will serve as chairmen of the dif¬ 
ferent dancing sets. 

These young women, acting under 
the advice of a committee of artists, 
will work out all the plans for the 
series of spectacular war dances. 
Jules Guerin, director of color at the 
exposition, will be asked to direct the 
general color scheme of lighting 
effects, decorations and costumes. And 
the music for the period dances will 
be arranged by the conductors of the 
military and marine bands.

BACK FENCES A MENACE; 
DENOUNCED IN WASHINGTON 


Clean City Committee Inaugurates 
Campaign For Low Pickets Instead. 


Convinced that there is no more 
serious menace to the health of Wash¬ 
ingtonians than the high, tight fence, 
members of the clean city committee 
of the District of Columbia are plan¬ 
ning to inaugurate an active campaign 
this fall for the elimination of this 
type of inclosure for premises. 

Citizens’ associations are to be asked 
to join in the fight, while the co-opera¬ 
tion of real estate men will also be 
sought The District commissioners 
are on record as favoring the abolition 
of the high, tight fence and probably 
will be petitioned to enact a regula¬ 
tion requiring all new or reconstructed 
fences to be of the low, open type. 

Dr. Arthur L. Murray, secretary of 
the clean city committee, has recently 
made an inspection of the city, study¬ 
ing the relation of the high board fence 
to the home, the neighborhood and 
the community. He is emphatically of 
the opinion that this type of fence 
must go if Washington is to be made 
more sanitary and beautiful. 

“Probably one of the greatest handi- 
caps to the sanitary conduct of every 
municipality,” says Doctor Murray, “is 
that hard and fast practice of sur¬ 
rounding the rear portions of resi¬ 
dences with high, tight board fences. 
This practice, sanctioned only by 
custom, was most unfortunately foist¬ 
ed upon communities at a time In the 
dim past when there existed a decided 
lack of appreciation of the advantages, 
and, I may even say. the necessity of 
the admission of a maximum amount 
of sunlight and air to all parts of the 
premises. 

"1 was only recently asked. ‘Why 
should the practice of building high, 
tight board fences be done away with 
in view of tile fact that a type of fence 
of this nature has served its purpose 
for so many years?’ This question may 
well be answered by the query: ‘Is 
there any logical reason why the rear 
portion of a premises should not be 
made as attractive and inviting ns the 
front? Who would think of inclosing 
their front parking with a high, tight 
fence?' "

The following information has been 
l sent out by the California State 
Poppy League: 

The California poppy seed (eschs¬ 
choltzia) should be sown at once or 
within the next few weeks. 

Take a little pinch of the seed be¬ 
tween the thumb and forefinger and 
sow on the top of the ground that has 
been broken and pulverized. It is 
advisable with such small seeds to 
mix with several times their bulk in 
sand sowing all together. 

If the soil is not wet, press it in 
firmly and cover with a little sand or 
pure leaf mold. This is to prevent 
baking of the surface after heavy 
rains. 

It is better to sow the seed in 
groups, rather than in rows, so that 
the effect will be more natural. If 
planted along a roadway or railroad, 
the most suitable spot would be be- 1 
tween the fence posts or at each fence J 
post, where the soil is looser and, be- ! 
ing more or less on a ridge, the condi- ! 
tions will be more favorable than if 1
